It is a noticeable fact that the balance in the treasury 
has been depleted to quite an extent since the report last year. 
This accounted for by the purchase of 100 fire extinguishers, 
costing $794.44. Exceeding the appropriation for ordinary 
repairs on the highways, damage to town roads by flood, an 
extra amount expended for state aid, gravelling the Harris- 
ville-Chesham road, and the completion of the Dublin-Harris- 
ville state aid construction work, which necessitated a con- 
tinuing application and the using of the 1928 joint fund 
amounting to $3,000.00, which was not included in the assess- 
ment of last year. Had it not been for the balance in the treas- 
ury which was made available for these extra expenditures, a 
tax rate of $3.00 or over, in place of $2.50 would have been 
necessary. 


The amount of money for the up-keep of our highways is 
growing larger each year, and yet we hear on all sides that our 
roads are not improving. If this is a true condition it should 
receive the careful attention of the tax payers at the annual 
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meeting. We have expended, as the report shows, for all high- 
way purposes the past year $20,094.48.

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REPORT OF FIRE COMMITTEE OF TOWN 
OF HARRISVILLE 


At the last town meeting a committee was nominated and 
duly elected to purchase and distribute one hundred (100) fire 
extinguishers. This committee consisted of Edward F. Winn, 
Ned Patterson, Eugene Gilchrist and Ralph Bemis. 

The committee thoroughly investigated eight (8) extin- 
cuishers and had a sample of each make sent to Harrisville for 
detailed examination. After carefully weighing the good 
points of all of them, the committee decided on the Badger. 
But before deciding definitely they called in the Selectmen to 
help in making the final decision. 

The Selectmen decided as the committee had, that the 
Badger was the best for the money. A purchase of one hun- 
dred (100) Badger Fire Extinguishers was then made. 


They tagged and named and numbered each extinguisher, 
making duplicate tags for each one. One tag was attached to 
the extinguisher and one kept by committee as a receipt. 


They then charged each extinguisher with soda and acid 
and distributed them to one hundred (100) homes. They have 
(since distribution) examined each extinguisher to see that 
they were housed according to the agreement when left. 

The committee is pleased to state that the great majority 
have complied with the agreement that the extinguishers be 
kept warm and dry. 

They have been used in several cases of fire and the com- 
mittee has investigated and found that they have been very 
satisfactory as first aid. They have also purchased ladders and 
pails. 
The committee recommend that a permanent Fire Com- 
mittee be appointed in Chesham, East View and Harrisville 
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proper to inspect the extinguishers once in the fall and once 
in the spring to see that they are ready for emergencies.

SOCIETY 


Since organization of the Society we have been given ten 
dollars ($10) by Hon. Wellington Wells and fifty dollars ($50) 
by Mr. Arthur HE. Childs. We’ve made an appeal to the school : 
children to help in improving the public highways by picking 
up papers, tin cans and other refuse which are an eyesore to 
residents and passers by. 

A prize of $6 was offered—$2 in Chesham, $2 in Hast View, 
and $2 in Harrisville proper to the pupils who wrote the best 
composition on ‘‘How I Can Beautify My Town.’’ 

The result was very satisfactory and the prizes were won 
by Theresa Bemis, Chesham; Mary Grimes, East View and 
Bernard Silk, Harrisville. If nothing else was gained by this 
contest, observation was being trained in the children so that 
their eyes are being made alert to things that detract from the 
beauty of any locality. 

We then started a contest in flower gardens. The prizes 
being awarded to Sherman Lampman for developing the plot 
in front of the Congregational Church and to Bernard Silk for 
interest around the Library. 

The Society purchased 150 tulip bulbs and these were 
planted at the triangular plot at the junction of the Harrisville 
and Nelson roads and at the Library. A gravel walk was built 
into the Library, the lawn cut during the summer and a flower 
bed planted. Curtains were hung on the Library windows. If 
money is available it is planned to lay a cement walk this com- 
ing season. 

Other improvements are planned to beautify unsightly 
spots belonging to the Town during the coming spring and 
summer.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Harrisville: 


I herein submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of Schools. 


A good school gives not only mental training, physical de- 
velopment and righteous morals, but also good habits of study, 
work and living. 


Indeed we must continue to place strong emphasis on the 3 
old fashioned word ‘‘ Work.’’ 


To enable the pupils in our village and rural schools to 
read comprehensively, to spell correctly, to write legibly and 
clearly and to talk intelligently is the paramount issue. 


A full and satisfactory knowledge and command of Eng- 
lish, so as to be able to talk it and write it clearly and well 
should be the goal of our schools. If these fundamental sub- 
jects are thoroughly mastered, mental alertness in numbers and 
cultural growth in geography, history, civics, etc., will easily 
follow. I believe your teachers have these goals in mind. 

To attain these results, they have followed pedagogical 
methods. When questions of discipline have arisen, careful 
consideration has been given, prompt and decisive action taken 
by your teachers. Indeed, we believe in a strict and impartial 
school government, such as a wise, judicious and faithful par- 
ent would exercise in the family and which will unfold in every 
child the best qualities and stimulate in him the highest par 
ciples and purposes. 


Schools are created for the pupil and their aim is to edu- 


cate the young for fitness in life and its realities, and to do this, 
thorough discipline must be maintained.
